There is a new political illness tn Canada. This Is known as 
"Maladie de Duplessis". 1rs main symptons are a paranoic mis- 
trust of any centralizing tendency, and a tendency to throw fits 
of hysteria and verbal diarrhoea at the mention of certain words 
like "federal aid" or "government grants". Direct pressure upon 
any of the bodies affected by this illness is thought to result In
